24. (Amended) Dispersion according to claim 1 , wherein the dispersion 
comprises at least one emulsifier selected from the group consisting of egg lecithin, 
soya lecithin, phospholipids of egg or soya, sorbitan esters, sorbitane trioleate, 
polyethylene glycol sorbitan esters, polyoxyethylene sorbitane monooleate, sodium 
glycocholate, sodium lauryl sulphate, and mixtures thereof.

149. Dispersions in form of an oil-in-water emulsion comprising: 
an oil phase; 
a water phase; 
one or more surfactants or stabilizers; and 

one or more drugs being only slightly or poorly soluble in the water and in the 
oil, the dispersions are supersaturated and contain an incorporated amount of the 
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
